A STRATEGY  FOR  CHANGE 


(An  address  by  Dr.  Claude  Bissell,  President  o 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Laws  had  been  conferred 

It  is  customary  on  these  occasions  to  be 
general  and  inspirational.  I hope  that  you 
will  not  think  ill  of  me  if  I am  specific  and 
controversial.  I take  this  line  not  because  I 
have  any  desire  on  this  happy  occasion  to 
be  disturbing,  but  because  I think  that  there 
are  matters  of  great  urgency  that  can  best 
be  presented  before  an  audience  such  as 
this.  The  audience  at  a Convocation  cere- 
mony is  clearly  the  best  possible  audience. 
The  core  is  made  up  of  women  and  men 
who  have  just  had  years  of  intensive  intel- 
lectual activity  and  are  not  yet  dulled  by 
the  repetitions  and  routines  that  are  part 
of  even  the  most  adventurous  job. 

What  I have  to  say  will  be  coloured  by 
the  fact  that  I have  just  spent  a year  at  an 
American  university,  and  I reflect  some  of 
the  influence  to  which  I have  been  exposed. 
If  this  is  a fault,  it  will  be  forgiven  here 
more  easily  than  elsewhere  in  Canada,  for 
in  no  city  in  Canada  is  there  a greater 
consciousness  of  the  interplay  of  ideas  and 
attitudes  between  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  I am  conscious,  however,  of  the 
dangers  of  assuming  too  easy  a transference 
of  experience  from  one  country  to  another. 
My  year  in  the  United  States  has,  if  any- 
thing, sharpened  my  sense  of  Canadian 
national  identity.  It  has  made  me  more 
aware,  for  instance,  of  the  relative  absence 
in  Canada  of  a tradition  of  violence,  of  our 
steadfast  refusal  to  embrace  passionate  ex- 
tremes, of  our  attempt  to  make  tensions  a 
source  of  strength  rather  than  of  conflict. 
But  in  the  world  of  higher  education,  I am 
also  aware  of  many  similarities  between 
Canada  and  the  United  States,  which  have 
become  sharper  and  more  clearly  defined  in 
recent  years.  At  most  of  our  English-speak- 
ing universities  we  have  seen  the  United 
States  replace  the  United  Kingdom  as  the 
single  largest  foreign  influence.  The  number 
of  Americans  on  our  teaching  staffs  mounts 
each  year,  and  as  our  universities  become 
larger  they  approximate  more  and  more  to 
the  American  university.  We  have  always 
been  strongly  American  in  many  of  our 
practices:  we  have,  for  instance,  given  a 
great  deal  of  emphasis  to  the  role  of  the 
university  in  society,  with  the  emphasis 
shifting  now  from  rural  to  urban  problems; 
and  we  have  followed  American,  rather  than 


f the  University  of  Toronto,  after  the  honorary 
on  him  by  the  University  of  Windsor,  June  1.) 

British  practice,  in  our  theory  of  university 
government. 

I make  my  remarks  against  the  back- 
ground of  the  Columbia  disturbances.  They 
are  far  more  relevant  to  us  in  Canada  than 
the  disturbances  at  Berkeley,  which  grew 
out  of  local  grievances  and  expired  in  an 
outburst  of  childish  pornography.  At  Co- 
lumbia, setting  aside  the  ostensible  issues, 
which  were  real  although  sadly  inflated,  the 
overriding  issue  was  die  structure  of  the 
university.  Even  at  Harvard,  self-assured 
and  poised,  in  its  multiple  paternalism,  the 
Columbia  shock  was  distinctly  felt,  and  on 
every  campus  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States  solemn  seismic  recordings  were  made. 
In  what  I have  to  say  this  afternoon  about 
the  import  of  the  Columbia  disturbances, 
I am  thinking  chiefly  of  my  own  university, 
but  I am  not  unaware  of  the  possibility  of 
wider  application. 

As  you  recall,  the  Columbia  disturbances 
moved  through  a series  of  stages  with  the 
inevitability  of  a Greek  tragedy.  First  of  all: 
the  selection  of  issues  that  are  real,  emotion- 
ally charged,  and  of  great  interest  to  large 
sections  of  society  outside  the  university; 
second,  an  initial  act  of  limited  force;  third, 
a response  in  force  to  this  act  of  such 
dimensions  that  it  obscures  the  provocation; 
fourth,  the  galvanizing  of  middle-of-the- 
road  opinion  on  the  side  of  the  extremists; 
fifth,  the  immediate  escalation  of  specific 
complaints  and  demands  for  a general  re- 
organization. What  was  most  disturbing 
about  Columbia  was  the  tendency  for 
opinions  to  freeze  in  fixed  positions,  for 
emotions  to  gather  either  at  the  extreme 
left  or  the  extreme  right,  for  discussion  to 
harden  into  cliches  and  catch  words.  Another 
disturbing  factor  was  the  reliance  that  the 
small,  cohesive,  extremist  group  could  have 
on  the  initial  apathy  of  students  and  staff. 
Back  in  the  fifties  most  of  us  in  positions: 
of  administrative  authority  in  the  university 
were  giving  speeches  about  the  apathy  of 
the  student  body  and  were  talking  in  jocular 
fashion  about  the  bland  leading  the  bland. 
But  the  fact  is  that  we  could  still  give  the 
same  speech  with  no  less  reason,  for  the 
apathy  still  hangs  over  the  campus  like  a 
heavy,  impenetrable  cloud. 

I think  one  of  the  lessons  of  Columbia 
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is  that  the  faculty  and  students  must  be 
more  deeply  concerned  with  political  issues. 
By  political  issues  I mean,  concern  with 
the  aim  of  the  university,  its  relation  to 
society,  and  the  methods  by  which  it  should 
be  governed.  Without  such  widespread  con- 
cern there  is  no  final  protection  against  the 
machination  of  extremists.  The  alternative 
to  such  political  concern  is  recourse  to  the 
manipulation  of  power  groups. 

Since  some  remarks  I made  recently,  in 
connection  with  the  Dow  protests,  were 
taken  out  of  context  by  a few,  I should  like 
to  make  my  position  clear  about  student 
involvement  in  university  affairs.  Among 
students  deeply  concerned  with  the  role 
and  the  future  of  the  University,  there  are 
two  recognizable  groups.  One  is  small,  made 
up  of  fanatically  committed  members,  and, 
therefore,  powerful  far  beyond  its  numbers. 
In  the  United  States  its  hard  core  is  an 
organization  called  The  Students  for  a 
Democratic  Society.  They  draw  upon  a litera- 
ture that  is  philosophically  elaborate,  but 
their  actions  are  governed  by  four  simple 
assumptions:  western  society  is  hopelessly 
corrupt;  the  university  is  part  of  that  society 
and  its  principal  apologist;  the  university 
must,  therefore,  be  destroyed  and  re- 
fashioned; in  the  work  of  cleansing  destruc- 
tion, the  ends  justify  the  means.  Let  us  call 
this  group  the  extremists,  or,  even  the 
saboteurs.  The  second  group,  much  larger 
than  the  first,  although  still  a minority  on 
the  campus,  believes  that  the  university  is 
central  in  our  society,  that  it  should  be  in 
the  vanguard  of  reform,  and  that,  accord- 
ingly, it  should  be  governed  in  such  a way 
as  to  reflect  the  opinions  and  wishes  of 
those  who  are  most  closely  identified  with 
it.  These  students  believe  in  open  discussion, 
and,  in  the  statement  of  their  views,  they 
are  persistent,  uncompromising,  and  im- 
mensely self-assured.  Let  us  call  this  group, 
the  activists.  Many  of  the  young  men  and 
women  who  are  elected  to  student  govern- 
ments belong  to  this  group.  They  are  well 
informed,  intellectually  adventurous,  and 
idealistic.  They  are  a main  resource  of  the 
university.  It  is  they— not  the  truncheons  of 
the  police— who  can  confound  the  extremists. 

Change  initiated  by  the  tactics  of  the 
extremists  are  not  changes  that  will  enable 
a university  to  grow  in  strength  and  in- 
fluence. Such  changes  leave  a legacy  of 
distrust  and  suspicion;  in  the  process  the 
mind  of  the  academic  community  turns 
from  large  goals  to  tactical  issues;  and  the 
university  is  weakened  as  an  independent 


centre  of  dissent  and  criticism.  I have  sug- 
gested that  the  only  protection  against  the 
sequence  that  disrupted  Columbia  is  a wide- 
spread concern  in  the  academic  community 
with  political  goals.  Such  concern  leads  to 
a response  that  is  at  one  and  the  same  time, 
conservative  and  radical:  conservative  in  4 
the  sense  that  it  reasserts  the  function  of 
the  university  as  a centre  of  intellectual 
activity;  radical  in  that  it  is  prepared  to 
look  critically  and  freely  at  the  structure  of 
the  university.  The  real  issue  is  not  student  ^ 
participation  and  certainly  not  student 
power  (an  ugly  phrase  taken  over  from  an 
alien  area).  I know  of  no  senior  university  * 
administrator  in  the  province  who  does  not 
accept  the  necessity  for  increased  student 
participation  at  all  levels  of  university 
government.  The  real  problem  is  to  find  the 
form  of  representative  and  responsible 
government  that  assures  the  greatest  strength 
and  unity  of  the  university.  The  modern 
university  has  not  yet  devised  a central  *> 
body  that  will  command  the  allegiance  of 
all  members  of  the  community,  and  that  is 
why  in  a crisis  we  often  have  fragmentation, 
rather  than  consensus.  We  need  a body  that 
represents  all  the  constituents  of  the  uni- 
versity community— stalf,  students,  adminis- 
tration, alumni,  concerned  laymen— a body 
that  speaks  for  and  to  the  university,  that  -n 
commands  authority  and  respect.  The 
Columbia  experience  turns  a theoretical  goal 
into  an  immediate  necessity. 

I think  that  we  can  bring  about  basic 
change  in  Canadian  universities  more 
smoothly  and  more  swiftly  than  anywhere 
else  in  the  world.  We  began  our  discussions 
of  these  problems  a few  years  ago  and  we 
have  already  made  considerable  progress. 

We  must  continue  them  at  an  accelerated  A 
rate.  The  only  thing  to  fear  is  apathy  and 
indecision.  As  we  address  ourselves  to 
changes  in  the  structure  of  the  university, 
we  should  remind  ourselves  that  structural  ^ 
changes  do  not  constitute  the  complete 
answer  to  our  problem.  A large  part  of 
the  answer  lies  in  the  constant  concern 
with  ideas  in  informal  groups  that  cut 
through  conventional  hierarchies.  Certainly 
the  faculty  must  devote  a good  deal  more 
of  their  time  to  the  discussion  of  university 
problems.  It  is  ironical  that  academics  who  t 
are  now  called  upon  to  resolve  problems  in 
government  or  devise  new  schemes  of  social 
welfare  or  who  can  judiciously  weigh  Mil- 
ton’s “justification  of  the  ways  of  God  to  4 
man”  or  chart  T.  S.  Eliot’s  voyage  through 
“the  waste  land”  are  often  indifferent  to 
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the  problems  of  the  community  in  which 
they  live  and  upon  which  they  depend.  And 
as  a temporary,  full-time  academic,  I know 
and  sympathize  with  their  problems— how 
to  find  amid  endless  commitments— to  stu- 
dents, external  bodies,  administrative  com- 
mittees, and  to  the  fearsome  mountains  of 
learned  articles  and  books,  the  time  for  the 
involved  and  endlessly  protracted  discussion 
of  institutional  issues.  But  faculty  must  re- 
member that  it  is  they,  far  more  than 
students,  or  administrators,  or  alumni,  who 
determine  the  course  of  the  university. 


A few  years  ago  we  talked  a good  deal 
about  the  crisis  in  higher  education.  It  was 
largely  a crisis  in  numbers  and  money. 
Although  it  still  occupies  a great  deal  of 
our  time,  it  now  seems  like  a minor  prob- 
lem. We  are  facing  now  a crisis  in  the 
nature  of  the  university  community  that  no 
amount  of  money  can  solve.  It  calls  for 
toughness  of  mind  and  generosity  of  spirit, 
a willingness  to  throw  away  the  baggage  of 
the  past,  while  clinging  to  the  persistent 
truths— in  short,  for  the  very  qualities  we 
hope  to  find  in  the  graduates  of  1968.

Summary  of  Minutes,  May  10, 1968 


( 1 ) The  Senate  adopted  a Resolution  in 
memory  of  the  late  Professor  Emeritus 
Thomas  Richardson  Louden. 

(2)  The  Senate  was  informed  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Election  for 
Chancellor  that  Dr.  Omond  McKillop 
Solandt  has  been  elected  Chancellor  for  a 
second  three-year  term. 

(3)  The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  April 
11,  1968  were  approved. 

(4)  The  Senate  was  informed  that  the 
offer  of  Honorary  Degrees  at  Spring  Con- 
vocations has  been  accepted  by  the  follow- 
ing: Doctor  of  Laws  ( honoris  causa):  John 
Sloan  Dickey,  Eugene  Alfred  Forsey,  Alice 
Girard,  Bora  Laskin,  and  Henry  Moore; 
Doctor  of  Letters  ( honoris  causa ) : Barker 
Fairley,  Donald  J.  McDougall,  and  Francis 
Reginald  Scott. 

(5)  The  Senate  received  a letter  from 
the  Board  of  Governors  authorizing,  but 
not  requiring,  the  School  of  Graduate 
Studies  to  limit  full-time  enrolment  to  3,640 
students  for  the  session  1968-1969. 

( 6 ) The  Senate  approved  a recommenda- 
tion of  the  Executive  Committee  in  favour 
of  the  form  of  diploma  for  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Science  (Art  as  Applied  to 
Medicine ) . 

(7)  The  Senate  received  a report  from 
the  Executive  Committee  reporting  that  the 
Committee  would  consult  all  Faculty  and 
School  Councils  regarding  a proposal  that 
the  designation  “Graduation  with  Honours” 
be  inscribed  upon  the  diplomas  of  graduands 
who  qualify,  and  also  would  consult  the 
Faculties  and  Schools  on  the  question  of 
whether  diplomas  should  be  printed  in 
Latin  or  in  English. 


( 8 ) The  Senate  approved  a recommenda- 
tion from  the  Committee  on  Scholarships 
and  Other  Awards  recommending  that 
during  the  summer  months  a sub-committee 
of  this  Committee  be  empowered  to  accept 
new  and  amended  awards  on  behalf  of  the 
Senate. 

(9)  The  Senate  approved  a report  re- 
specting the  Senate  Elections  for  the 
Quadrennium  1968-1972  from  the  scruti- 
neers appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Senate.  The  report  listed  the  names  of  those 
elected  and  showed  the  number  of  ballots 
mailed  to  graduates  in  each  of  the  nine 
graduate  groups  in  which  elections  were 
required,  the  number  of  ballots  returned, 
and  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  of 
the  successful  nominees. 

(10)  The  Senate  was  urged  by  a retiring 
member  of  Senate  to  continue  its  support 
of  the  proposed  committee  on  the  structure 
of  the  University. 

(11)  The  retiring  President  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Toronto  Alumni  Association 
introduced  to  the  Senate  his  successor, 
Mr.  Morris  Gross. 

( 12 ) The  Chairman,  on  behalf  of  the 
University,  expressed  gratitude  to  those 
members  who  have  served  on  the  Senate 
during  the  last  quadrennium  but  who  will 
not  be  returning  for  the  next  Senate  session. 

( 13 ) A member  of  the  Senate,  on  behalf 
of  all  the  members,  expressed  the  Senate’s 
appreciation  for  the  manner  in  which  the 
retiring  Chairman  of  the  Senate  had  con- 
ducted the  meetings  of  the  present  session.

At  the  Council’s  request,  Professor 
Conacher  analysed  the  CAUT  Policy  State- 
ment on  Academic  Appointments  and 
Tenure  and  indicated  the  variations  be- 
tween that  statement  and  our  own  policy. 
It  was  agreed  that  the  Acting  President 
should  ask  Professor  R.  E.  Haist  to  recon- 
vene his  advisory  committee  on  academic 
appointments  and  tenure  ( with  such  changes 
in  personnel  as  the  lapse  of  time  has  made 
necessary).  The  Haist  Committee  would  be 
asked  to  look  at  two  matters  where  the 
CAUT  policy  might  be  considered  an  im- 
provement on  our  own:  whether  a Tenure 


Committee  might  interview  the  person  under 
consideration  in  certain  circumstances,  and 
whether  an  individual  whose  tenure  is  de- 
nied should  have  some  formal  recourse.  In 
addition,  Mr.  Sword  proposed  to  ask  the 
Haist  Committee  to  recommend  policies  on 
leaves  of  absence  and  on  the  appointment 
of  Associate  Deans,  and  the  Council  sug- 
gested that  appointments  of  Directors  of 
Centres  and  Institutes  should  also  be 
considered. 

At  the  April  22nd  meeting  the  Subcom- 
mittee on  Resource  Planning  requested  a 
statement  from  the  Acting  President  on  the 
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state  of  the  capital  programme.  Mr.  Sword 
said  that  the  University  had  received  from 
the  Department  of  University  Affairs  a retro- 
active request  for  reports  about  all  capital 
projects  since  1964,  in  the  most  meticulous 
detail;  the  organizing  of  this  information, 
and  the  preparing  of  a detailed  submission 
of  needs  for  1969  and  beyond,  was  pre- 
occupying the  building  and  financial  officers 
almost  completely.  It  is  very  difficult  to 
get  the  problems  in  focus  in  the  capital 
area  because  they  change  from  week  to 
week;  the  actions  and  reactions  of  those 
with  whom  the  University  must  deal  can 
necessitate  quick  changes  in  approach  and 
in  tactics.  He  reviewed  the  record  of  Board 
action  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  and  ex- 
plained the  constraints— legal,  financial, 
constitutional,  etc.— which  the  Board  must 
have  in  mind  when  it  considers  presidential 
recommendations  on  capital  projects. 

His  intention  was  to  recommend  the  sub- 
mission of  a list  of  about  a dozen  top- 
priority  items,  including  the  new  buildings 
to  which  the  Council  had  already  assigned 
priority,  certain  major  renovations,  and  the 
essential  expansion  of  campus  utilities.  Since 
many  of  these  projects  are  in  the  very  early 
stages  where  only  limited  amounts  of  money 
can  be  spent  on  them  next  year,  he  believed 
that  we  have  a reasonable  chance  of  getting 
approval  for  all  or  most  of  them,  provided 
that  the  cash  flow  can  be  phased  out  over 
the  next  and  succeeding  years  and  does  not 
balloon  at  any  particular  point  of  time.  Our 


success  will  depend,  of  course,  on  the 
Government’s  distribution  of  the  capital 
appropriation  for  1968-69,  which  totals 
$125  million  and  must  cover  both  on-going 
projects  and  new  projects  in  all  the  pro- 
vincially-assisted  universities. 

Council  members  had  a number  of  ques- 
tions about  the  Government’s  new  pro- 
cedures with  capital  funds  and  the  validity 
of  earlier  assurances  of  full  support  for  the 
new  Library  and  certain  other  projects;  Mr. 
Sword  said  that  we  are  proceeding  on  the 
assumption  that  the  Government  will  not 
repudiate  its  assurances. 

At  the  meeting  on  May  6th,  the  Council 
heard  a report  by  Professor  McNeill  on  the 
meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Presidents  held 
on  April  25th-26th,  and  an  explanation  by 
Dean  Sirluck  of  the  objectives  of  the  con- 
ference of  chairmen  of  various  disciplines 
that  was  scheduled  for  May  11th.  Professor 
Conacher  reported  on  behalf  of  an  ad  hoc 
committee  that  had  considered  a Federal 
Government  proposal  (relayed  through  the 
AUCC)  regarding  professorships  of  military 
and  strategic  studies:  the  committee  recom- 
mended that,  if  “military  and  strategic 
studies”  could  be  interpreted  to  encompass 
the  interests  of  the  Department  of  History 
and  the  Centre  for  International  Relations 
and  the  basically  peace-keeping  role  of 
Canada,  and  if  the  University  reserved  the 
right  to  approve  the  appointee,  an  applica- 
tion for  one  of  these  professorships  should 
go  forward. 


Summer  Russian  Workshop 


Seventy  students  have  enrolled  in  the 
second  Summer  Russian  Workshop,  being 
held  by  the  Centre  for  Russian  and  East 
European  Studies.  Classes  this  year  are 
being  held  in  Victoria  College  Academic 
Building  and  in  St.  Michael’s  College. 

The  1967  Summer  Russian  Workshop 
attracted  many  students  from  the  United 
States.  This  year  there  is  a larger  number 
from  Canada  than  in  1967,  while  the 
interest  of  American  students  continues. 

The  Workshop  offers  a three  year  pro- 
gram designed  to  provide  a well-balanced 
knowledge  of  the  Russian  language,  includ- 
ing a practical  and  theoretical  knowledge 
of  grammar.  Students  should  develop  the 
ability  to  speak  and  understand,  and  be 
able  to  handle  most  everyday  situations,  as 


well  as  some  abstract  discussions.  There  are 
refresher  courses  for  scholars,  a reading 
course  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences, 
an  advanced  reading  course  in  literature  and 
criticism,  and  a course  in  scientific  Russian. 
Special  instruction  is  offered  participants  in 
the  Centre  for  Russian  and  East  European 
Studies  Exchange  Program  with  the 
U.S.S.R.,  participants  in  exchange  programs 
sponsored  by  other  Canadian  and  United 
States  universities,  and  persons  planning 
extended  study  tours  in  the  U.S.S.R. 

Social  events,  films,  special  lectures,  and 
bus  tours  to  Lake  Simcoe  and  Stratford  are 
part  of  a program  of  extra-curricular  activi- 
ties. The  Workshop,  which  will  be  held 
from  June  24  to  August  16,  is  directed  by 
S.  V.  Kononoff.

Dr.  E.  G.  Bertram,  professor  of  anatomy 
in  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  Dr.  Mur- 
ray Barr,  professor  of  anatomy,  University 
of  Western  Ontario,  were  joint  recipients, 
last  month,  of  the  Maurice  Goldblatt  gold 
medal.  The  award,  which  carries  with  it 
a cheque  for  $1,500,  was  to  honour  their 
joint  discovery  in  1949  that  the  sex  of  cats 
and  humans  could  be  determined  by  the 
presence  or  absence  of  a microscopic  object, 
which  they  called  the  nucleolar  satellite, 
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present  in  the  nuclei  of  nerve  cells. 

Their  discovery  has  been  rated  one  of  the 
most  important  medical  discoveries  ever 
made  in  Canada.  It  has  proved  immensely 
valuable  in  resolving  cases  of  ambivalent 
sexual  characteristics  and  was  later  extended 
when  they  showed  that  in  mammals,  true 
sex  can  be  discovered  by  microscopic 
examination  of  any  cell.  Their  techniques 
permit  early  recognition  of  certain  dis- 
orders of  sexual  development,  some  types 
of  mental  retardation  and  sexual  anomalies 
resulting  from  metabolic  disabilities,  some 
of  which,  when  diagnosed  early,  are  amen- 
able to  treatment.
